None of this proves that the Taft-Hartley Act was poor, or 
that it has failed The difficulties have risen, not because of any 
defects in the Taft-Hartley Law, but because it has been by­ 
passed and detoured. 
The coal-mine contract wa* deliberately "written around" 
the Taft-Hartley Act. John L Lewis was one of the bitterest 
foes of that labor law. and he refused to sign a contract unless 
the’mine operators waived virtually all of their protection* in it. 
lf the United States government had refused to accept aa 
valid any labor contract written outside the basic labor law, and 
had required the parties to write contracts along the pattern laid 
down by Congress, much of the recent difficulties could have 
been avoided. 
But the Truman Administration has deliberately belittled the 
Taft-Hartley I-aw. and encouraged labor unions to defy it and 
by-pass it. Lewis* adventures are only the first which will occur 
as rn result, particularly since he appears to have been highly 
successful by Ids defiance. 
In the broed desk between the unruliness of labor overlords 
and the rights of the whole public, it now seems inevitable that 
Congress will have to potch up end bolster the Taft-Hartley Act 
at some early date.

The Neibauer Bu s Com pany has filed a new tariff w ith the Pennsylvania Public U til­ 
ity Com missiim for rales to take effect M a y 2nd 19 48 . Cash fares for all zones remain 
the same, but the old ticket rate of 14 for $1.00 (7 1 7c) 
w ill be increased to 12 for
